The hospital needs of all diseases should 


be met. This is done much the best in 
one institution or group. The cost of 
the modern methods of diagnosis and 


treatment make it impossible to duplicate 
the facilities needed for the best results, 
t any, but the largest communities. Spe- 
cial departments of medicine are better 
Landled as branches of a general hospital 
tnan in separate institutiors. 

Children are adults in the making; they 
will get better sevvice in their own wards 
The same is true of 


ov general hospital. 
orthopedics, obstetrics and other special 
departments. The building of separate 


hospitals for speeial diseases is no longer 
considered a wise thing to do. What I 
heve just said applies more especially to 
general hospitals for acute diseases. Tuber- 
culosis and the insane patients must have 
separate hospitals. 

The lack of planning and study of 
community needs before hospitals are 
built has resulted in serious duplication 
and wasteful building of hospitals fore- 
doomed to inefficiency. This is especially 








noteworthy in small communities. Local 
pride often produces a hospital which | 
must be inadequately staffed and

I have been greatly disappointed, 
my brief experience as hospital executive, 
to learn that often-times the community 
does not manifest the interest it should 
in its local hospital, I have found that the 
greater number of people have come to| 
regard the hospital place of last 
resort to go to if are sick, but 
do not realize the importance it plays 
in the community. If the street railway, 
the telephone service, or other public 
utilities should shut down for even a 
short time, a great clamor would be im- 
mediately aroused, demanding that steps 
be taken at once towards the prompt 
resumption of service. On the other 
hand, were the hospital compelled through 
lack of funds, to close guch action would 
receive only passing” notice and would 
be the subject, perhaps, of criticism, that 


in

such curtailment of service was due to 
extravagance in administration and that 
such step should have been taken long 


ago; little realizing the severe blow which 
such loss of hospital service would mean 
to the community. 


This apathy, or lack of interest, has 
given me much food for thought. How 
should we overcome this indifference of 


the community towards the hospital and 
its needs. The answer has seemed to 
offer the best solution was, that a cam- 
paign of education of the public through 


the local press should be undertaken, 
or in other words—Publicity. 
The community, upon which the very 


existence of the hospital often depends, is 
entitled to know, and should be told 
about the institution. 

How is the hospital dollar spent? 

What are its neds? 

Why new equipment? 

How much real charity is done? 


Are the trustees living up to their 
trust? 
These are all questions in which the 


public is vitally interested and may prop- 


erly be asked by the community which 
the hospital serves. 
How shall such publicity campaign be

ficult, because most papers are glad 
to publish anything that will be of 
benefit to the community, in the benefit 
of the local enterprise. It is needless to 
say that everything which is published 
must be absolutely correct, so as not 
to give the wrong impression. If the 
hospital is carrying a deficit, say so, 
and tell them why. A deficit may be 
made to represent the hospital’s greatest 
asset, if presented to the public in the 
right way. 

In our publicity work we should not 
lose sight of the fact that the news- 
papers are always on the lookout for any- 
thing sensational. They want to know 
all about the latest accident cases, trans- 
fusions, and details relating to surgical 
operations. In this respect, we must re- 
member the confidential relations that 
exists between the hospital and its patients 
should be very careful not to 
give information which would in 
any way destroy this relationship with 
out first obtaining the permission of the
